Although the 
offenses complained of occurred in 190S, 
when the act waa young, and perhaps 
regarded as a Jofco by many food and 
drug dealers,

through with the offenders, and at at- 
tempt will be mado to hold them tip ae 
awful examples, that may deter others 
from preparing undlgestlble or misbrand- 
ed articles for the stomachs of America's 
citizens. 


While the maximum penalty for first 


offenses is a fine of 5200 to be followed 
by larger fines, or, in case of individuals, 
Imprlsonm&nt not exceeding six months, 
the prosecuting officers claim that they 
hardly expect the fines to axceed 5100 
for auy convictions obtained under the 
present indictments. 


MEN INDICTED. 


The work of the Grand Jury shows 


the 
following state 
of facts, and In- 


dictments were reported in each case: 


Berlin & Lepori shipped eight cases 


of oil, branded as pure Italian olive oil, 
to Seattle, 'Wash., and three cases simi- 
larly branded, to Gallup, N. M. Govern- 
ment investigators satisfied themselves 
that this oil was not pure olive oil. but 
on the contrary, was adulterated with 
45 per cent cotton seed oil, It Is further 
alleg-ed that this fact was known to Ber- 
tln & L.epori. 


F. Chevalier & Co., the wholesale li- 


quor dealers, shipped eight bottles mark- 
ed "apricot brandy" to Reno, Nev., but 
the stuff the bottles contained wan neith- 
er apricot brandy nor any other produei 
of apricots. 


The Figprune Cereal Company shipped 


100 cases of flgpruno cereal from San 
Jose to New York, the cartons being 
marked 
as 
each 
containing 
twenty 


ounces of a preparation composed of 54 
per cent fruit and 46 p>r cent grain. 
According to the government 
experts, 


each carton contained lees than twenty 
ounces of a preparation of which grain 
was in a much greater quantity than 


ie manufacturers claimed. 


MAPLE SYRUP MIXTURE. 


The Gordon Syrup Company shipped to 
hoenix, A. T., as an excuse lor tho 
inspector's buckwheats, a number of 
a.ns marked "Perfection Maple Syrup."

iight admixture o. maple sugar. 
Neither did Tlllmann & Bondel escape

The puro food ppopte decided 


re waa no excuse for using the word 


emon at all. us the "extract" contained 


part of such a fruit, being Innocent 


£ peeling, juice or seeds. Besides, tho

han ^twelve ounces each. 
The several firms indicted were each 
'up on the cnrpet" soon after the dis- 
ci very of their misdeeds, and promised 
o be good. So far as government peo- 
ilet know, they havo kept those prom- 
^OP, but In order to Impress them with 
ho fart that the law is not a Joke, they 
vill have to answer before the court and
